CALGANTS AEAMPER, Ihe Macleod Gazette is quite right in 


saying that the originator of the National 
Pohey, who writes tor the Caizary Herap 
should have beea in the House of Com- 
mons long ago. Many others have 
thought so tuo, as the writer has veen 
asked by his purty several times to run 
in  goou constitency in the East, but 
the writer did not aspire to the position, 
and felt content with doing what good 
he could for the country in a quiet, un- 
Ostentatious way. There seidom being 
any lack of men in the East willing to 
sacrifice themselves for their country. 
As to writing up the N, P., the files of 
one of the great newspapers of Canada 
still exist, at least we think so, though 
the paper was burnt out and the writer 
is unable to fix the date of the fire from 
memory, however, some of the papers are 
now in Calgary. We say that we had no 
ambition to enter parliament at that 
time, Onwrio, as a rule did not need to 
go a begging for representatives. It is 
different out here in Alberta, ‘I'he great 
proportion of our able men are old coun- 
try people, who know but little of Can- 
ada. ‘The few competent Canadians 
there are, are so absorbed in their own 
private business, that they cannot afford 
to make the necessary sacrifice of time it 
would entail to get there, and stay with 
the interests of the country. So far as the 
sent representation of part of the Cana- 
dian West at Ottawa is concerned, it is 
simply a farce. It must give the people 
of the East a poor idea of the class of 
people who inhabit this country, to have 
mere Indian traders sit in parliament for 
this vast country, which from natural 
resources will make it, if properly hand-

Mpeeial Council Meeting. 
(From Saturday's Daily.) 

A special meeting was held in the 
eouncil chamber last evening at 8jo'clock, 
called by the mayor in compliance with 
8 requisition sizned by all the membere 
of the council. The mayor and council 
and clerk were all present, The object 
of the meeting was to confer with the 
meabers.of tlw reorganized fire brigade 
on several imp?rtant matters with the 
view ot increasing the +Hiciency of the 
brigade, The firewen felt that in order 
to necure efBciency here were certain 
thing that the ceunc.i should do and cer: 
tain privileges that they ehould be guar- 
anteed. A numberof the aembers of 
the brigade as it now stands were pre- 
sent at the meeting tu state what they 
thought should be done, Awongst those 
present we neticed W. H. Cushing, Ed. 
Traves, James Smart, Kugene Wateon, 
8S. N. Jordon, E. K. Rogers, J. A. Lind- 
say, Alfred Maw, T. B. Braden and others 
whose names we do nut remember. Mr. 
J. A. Lindsay read the report o” « meet- 
ing of the brigade recently held, in which 
was aot forth what they considered should 
be done by the council for the bri.adejin 
the ivterest of protection against fire. 

‘They wished first, to have the use of 
the hall chamber for brigade purposes 
except for such meetings as in the judge- 
ment of the mayor it would be in the in- 
terest of the town to bold in the wall, and 
that the council should hoid its sittings 
some where else; second, that after any 
such public meeting had been held in 
the hall, it should at once be scrubbed 
out at the rxpense of the council; third, 
that the sleeping room in the fire ball be 
so increased as to accommodate ten fire- 
men in addition to the engineer, fireman 
and driver; that the chief ot the brigade 
nor any member of it shell be allowed to 
incur any expense that the snunicipality 
would have te pay for, without being au- 
thorized by the council; fifth, that the 
chief of the brigade be empowered to 
have full command in every way at all 
fires, They also asked that the council 
should bind themselves to purchase all 
such articles and appliances for the bri- 
gade as the chief might want, and the 
committee on fire, water and light might 
approve of. 

A good deal of discussion took place 
between the Brigade and the Council on 
this matter, in which all the members o1 
the Council took part, but which is too 
jong to report. as we go to press early on 
Saturday; but the utmost harmony pre- 
vailed and ali the propositions of the 
Brigade were agreed to without material 
alteration, The ire Brigade are to pre- 
pare o new code of by-laws based on the 
resolutions su>mitted to the Council last 
night, which will be submitted to the 
Council and no doubt approved of. A 
resolution was carried authorizing the 
Executive and Finance Committee to 
move the council chamber furniture to 
the hall in the police station, where the 
council meetings will be held in fnture. 
‘The committee on Fire Water and Light 
were authorised to proceed at once with 
muking the necessary additional sleeping 
room in the fire hall, furnisning the 
rooms and building a stable tor a team 
on the premises, The names of the re- 
organized brigade are @ guarantee of 
stability and efficiency.
